Mr. Spencer, in com- 
mon with other geologists who have 
studied Niagara, believes that origin- 
ally the cataract fell into Lake On- 
tario over three steps, or platforms, 
the first being 35 feet high, and the 
third being at or, near the edge of 
the lake proper, instead of seven miles 
back up the river as at present. It 
took the stream 35,000 years to hollow 
out the first three miles of the gorge, 
put only 4,000 years for the other four 
miles.

volume of water, caused by seismic 
disturbance, or earthquake. 

ormerly the Niagara River served 
as outlet to Lake Erie only. After the 
upheaval, the waters of Lakes Huron, 

ichigan, and Superior, which previ- 
ously had debouched directly into 
Lake Ontario, were diverted into Lake 
Erie into the Niagara River, swelling 
that stream to six times its former 
volume. Mr. Spencer’s figures, of 
course, can be taken only approxi- 
mately, as even contemporary authori- 
ties are at variance as to how the 
Falls of Niagara have receded during 
the past fifty years—some estimates 
making it 1.28 metres per annum, 
others 1.52.

Elevators and Flour Mills, 

The Department of the Interior has 
recently issued a map of that part of 
Canada lying west of the Great Lakes, 
showing the positions of grain eleva- 
tors and flour and oatmeal mills, to- 


ether with tables showing their in-| 


ividual and collective capacity.” In 
the three provinces of Manitoba, Al- 
berta, and Saskatchewan there are 
650 grain elevators, with an aggregate 
capacity of 42,863,900 bushels. The 
terminal elevators at Lake Superior 
have a capacity of 20,102,700 bushels, 
and there are also transfer elevators 
at eastern points with a capacity of 
14,826,000 bushels. Thus the total ele- 
vator capacity of Western Canada 
amounts to 78,016,140 bushels. Mani- 
toba has 60 flour and oatmeal mills, 
with a daily capacity of 17,365 bar- 
rels; Saskatchewan has 25 mills, with 
a possible daily output of 3,365 bar- 
rels; while Alberta has 17 mills, with

America as Seen by Italian Historian 

Paris.—Concluding a series of im- 
pressions of America which he gained 
during a recent visit to that country, 
Guglietmo Ferrero, the Italian his- 
torian, finds that the anti-plutocratic 
movement is essentially a struggle be- 
tween the old traditions of the puritan | 
democracy and_ civilization, gold, 
luxury, and pleasure, a repetition un- 
der modern and more complicated 
forms of the struggle which rent Rome | 
for three centuries. 

The rapidity of development, light- 
ning changes in customs and the crea- 
tion of a multiplicity of new needs, he 
says, eat up the large earnings of the 
people who, though they are. living 
better and larger than the Europeans, 
unfortunately have not acquired the 
habit of saving. Signor Ferrero be- 
lieves ‘that while the anti-plutocratic 
movement is a triumph in some 
directions, it is destined to fail in 
others, because Americans forgot in} 
their superb optimism and enthusiasm 
that the morality of modern civiliza- 
tion is improved.

And with the castle, by. the 
generosity of. Mr. W. T. Crawshay, 
there remains in the building some 
fine paintings to form the nucleus of 
an art gallery, as well as the ancient 
coach of the family, and some pieces 
of interesting old furniture. The 
historical associations of the existing 
building are not very many, as it was 
only built in the early, part of last 
century, for the purges of residential 
occupancy by the Crawshays. But 
very close to it, on the higher ground 
at the back, stand the remains of 


Morlais Castle, which dates back to 
the twelfth century, when it shared 
in the fighting-fate of the quarrels in 
which the famous chieftain, Ivor 
Bach, took so large a sharev Merthyr 
Tydfil itself is more of the manufac- 
turing and coal-producing centre 
than a show place for tourists.

Government Will Make Further In 
vestigations In North. 


The Canadian Geological Survey, 
under the late Dr. G. M. Dawson,

The presént subject of ethnological 
dehearch by the department is the 
Esquimaux race; and it is deemed 
especially desirable that this work 
should be resumed amongst them just 
now, because their habits are rapidly 
changing and becoming more difficult 
for scientific study, as the white man 
penetrates the Far North.

There 
are no more intelligent and kindly 
people than the Esquimaux of North- 
ern Canada, and none that so readily 
respond to courtesy and good will;

proficient individual among the 
adults; obviously a haphazard 
method. 


There are about 1,000 sheep scatter- 
ed over the islands on common pas-

“The contrast between the life of 


| the young in the twentieth and in 


the early part of the nineteenth cen-

| ders -how the Scotch children of for- 


mer times surVived their early train- 


ing. Lady Ritchie gives in “Black-’ 


stick Papers’ a description of home 
life. in Scotland in 1806, which she 
took from the ‘Memoirs of a High- 
land Lady:” 

“Although seldom ailing, we in- 
herited a delicacy of constitution, 
demanding grent care during our in- 
fancy. In those days is was the fash- 
ion to take no care of it, All chil- 
dren alike were plunged into the 
coldest water, sent abroad in the 
worst weather, fed on the same food. 
Our life was one long misery. 

“In town a large, long tub stood 
in the kitchen court, the ice’ on the 
top of ‘which had often to be broken 
betore our horrid plunge into it. We 


~were brought down fram the very top 


of the house, four pairs of stairs, with 
only’ a cotton cloak ver our night- 
gowns, just to chill us completely be- 
fore the dreadful shock. How 1 
screamed, begged, prayed, entreated 
to be saved! All no use! 

“Nearly senseless, I have been 
taken to the housekeeper’s room, 
which was always warm, to be dried. 
Revived by the fire, we were enabled 
to endure the next bit of martyrdom, 
an hour upon th® low sofa, our books 
in our hands, while our cold break- 
fast was preparing. My stomach re- 
jecting milk, bread and tears gener- 
ally did for me.” 

Six years later in the highland 
home austerities seem still part of the 
education: 

“In winter we rose without candle 
or fire or warm water, and really in 
the highland winters, when the 
breath froze on the sheets and the 
water in the jugs became cakes of 
ice, washing was a very cruel neces- 
sity. 

FAs we could play our scales in 
the dark, the two pianofortes and the 
harp began the day’s work. How 
very near crying was the one whose 
turn set her at the lrarp| The 
strings cut the poor, cold ‘Angers. 
Martyr the first sat in the dining- 


‘room at the harp. Martyr the sec- 


ond put her blue fingers on the keys 
of the grand pianoforte in the 
drawing-room.””

M, OSLER NOW HEADS 
HIS PROFESSION, 


Vanadian Who Has Risen to Regius 
Professorship of Medicine ‘at Ox- 
ford University Is Recognized as 
the Leader of His Art—Ho Studied 
In Many Colleges and Has Lec- 
tured In Several. 


Prof. William Osler, M.D., F.R.S8., 
F.R.C.P., regius professor of medicine 
at Oxford, Englund, who recen 

j Tene a couple of months visiting the 

nited States and Canada, stands out 
as one of the most scholarly and bril- 
liant of living Canadians. He is the 
most distinguished member of a re- 
markabie family, all of whom have 
won distinction in various walks of 
life. Prof. Osler, while in Toronto. re. 
cently, delivered a very able address 
before the annual meeting of the On- 
tario Medical Association. 

Prof, Osler ig the son of the late 
Rev. F.’L. Osler and was born at 
Bondhead, Ont.) in 1849 and was edu- 
cated at Trinity College School, Port 
Hope, and at ‘i'rinity University, To- 


tonto. He studied medicine in ‘To- 
College, 
Vienna,

|at the same institution. In October, 
| 1884, he was eppointed to the chvir 
of clinical medicine in the University 
of Pennsylvania, Philadelphia, and 
there he remained until 1889, when 
he was called to the professorship 
of the principles and practice of medi- 
cine et Johns Hopkins University 
and as leading physician to the Johns 
Hopkins Hospital. This position he 
| held until a couple of years ago, when ‘| 
he was appointed regius professor of 
medicine at Oxford, which virtually 
places him as the recognized dean of 
the medical profession throughout the 
English-speeking world. ' 
| Dr. Osler is the foremost medical 
{man that Canada hes produced and 
| his medical writings have won him 
| recognition as sn authority on the 
| principles and practice of medicine. 
| His addresses before various medica! 
associations in America and England 
have always attracted widespread at- 
tention and place him in high repute 
as a lecturer on medical subiects. He 
was president of the Canacian Medi- 
onl Association in 1885 and in the 
medical world of Cenada no name is 
more respected to-day than that of 
Or. Osler.

Canada’s Peat Bogs. 


_A bulletin entitled ‘The Investiga- 
tion of the Peat Bogs and Peat Indus- 
try of Canada, during the season of 
1908-09, by Enik Nystrom, M.E., peat 
expert, has been issued from Ottawa | 
showing the location of Canada’s peat 
supply. Of those in »astern Canada 
the most valuable are: 

1. Mer Bleue, near Ottawa. y 

2. The Alfred peat bog, about 40/ 
miles from Ottawa, 

3. The Welland peat bog, about six 
miles north of Welland, / 

4. The Newington bog, on the New 
York & Ottawa Railway, and about 
40 miles from Ottawa. 

5. The Perth bog, a mile and a half 
from Perth. 

6. The Victoria Road bog, about a 
mile from Victoria road station on the 
Midland division of the Grand Trunk 
Railway. ; 

The bulletin contains a descriptive 
report of each bog, showing the loca- 
tion, area and structure, and giving 
an estimate of the available supply of 
peat fuel with records of analyses, 
calorific values, etc., and should be of 
particular interest to those engaged 
in, or cohnected with, the develop- 
ment of Canadian peat resources. 

A fuel testing plant is now being 
erected ut Ottawa, in which the value 
of peat for the production of power 
gas will be demonstrated, and the De- 
partment proposes to cary on a very 
thorough investigation of’ this subject.

ANOTHER FLAG EPISODE 


HOW A CANADIAN SHIP FARED 
ON: AUSTRALIA, 


Officials of Port Adelaide Failed to- 
Recognize the Canadian Ensign and’ 
Ordered a British Flag In Its Place: 
—After a Heated Dispute With 
Handspikes Explanation of Affair 
Was Arrived At. 


Aul the talk lately about an alleged’ 
‘insult to the British Hag in Toronto, 
aturied one uf the city’s well-known 
wholesale merchants retniniseing the 
other day; and he toid an interesting 
story of a flug episode iu. Port Ade- 
laide, Sonth Australia, iu which he- 
himscl{ was » participant. Things be- 
came very livly for a while, but in 
the end, just as in the Toronto affair, 
it was found that the whole thing’ 
was due to a inistake. But let him 
tell it in hie own words, : 

“In 1883 1 was an able seamen om 


board the Canadian barque ‘Lake: 
Irie,’ on a voyage from London, Eng- 
land, to Port Adelaide, South Aus- 


tralia, with general cargo Our com- 
mander was Captain John Keay, our 
chief officer was George Fullam and 
the second officer was Jack Bird, all 
Nova Scotia men, and two-thirds of* 
the crew of 28 men were Nova Sco- 
tians or Canndians. 

“We arrived in Port Adelaide one- 
bright morning, and like all. deep- 
water ships, we dressed ship when 
we moored alongside of our dock, and 
we were very proud to haul up the- 
Canadian ensign at our peak. Dur- 
ing the forenoon we were visited by 
from the deputy port: 
warden’s office, who e»me aboard and*® 
ordered onr flag to be pulled down 
and the British ensign to be hoisted. 
Naturally, our mate being on his own. 
ship, was uet used to taking orders. 
A quick right and left—one between 
the eyes und the other in the neigh- 
borhood of the chin-—put the messen-

the commender, Captain Keay, came 
aboard, and by instructions from the 
office, or rather the shipowners’ agents 
the commander was compelled to haul 
down the flag and substitute the red” 
ensign.

“Tt appears that at that time South 
Australia was inaugurating a navy of 
her own, consisting of a’ number of 
small coasting gunboats. The South 
Australian flag is a blue ensign, the 
same as the British Royal Navy Re- 
serve, but which had a round, white 
dise on the lower wing with an abor- 
iginal or nigger in the corner. When 
the navy was inaugurated, they adopt- 
ed the blue ensign with the nigger 
for their navai flag, the*same as the 
British Royal Navy adopted the white 
ensign with the red cross of St. An- 
drew, end in adopting this flag for 
the South Australian navy they pro- 
hibited all Australian vessels from fly- 
ing anything but the red ensign or 
British ensign; but in making out 
itheir regulations, instead of using the 
words ‘South Australian vessels,’ it 
read, “‘all colonial vessels,’’ conse- 
quently the ship I was in, hailing 
from a British colony, came under 
the regulations as a colonial vessel 
and consequently under the rules of 


the port a colonial vessel was 
aerinolied to fly the British flag 
instead of the colonial. Needless to: 


say, the matter was quickly reme- 
died, and a very short time after- 
ward a deputation again visited our 
ship from the port warden’s office 
with instructions for us to hoist the 
Canadian flag, which was done with 
great ceremony, resulting in a gen- 
eral piping aft of the watch for 
grog, and a half-holiday.”

Discord Which Arose Within the 
Ranks of the Doughters of the Em- 
pire Over the South African 
Memorial -Wi!l Soon Be Smoothed 
Away—Money is in Hands of a 
Committee. 


An unfortunate. delay has occurred: 
in the erection of.the soldiers’ monu- 
ment, for which funds have been 
caised by the London Chap’ of the 
[mperial Order. of the Daughters of. 
the Empire. The, movement to erect 
a monumént was begun fore the 
close of the war in South Africa. As 


headquarters for military district No. 
t, London saw the mobilization of the 
troops to go to the front from this 
district at that time and the patriot- 
iem of the citizens was deeply stirred. 
Many young Londoners responded to

Piya nn rae Wete sur fore- 
most scltptors~ot” wanmelice 
land submitted designs, the ~ 
submitted by George W. Hill, ‘of 
Montreal, being accepted. 

Mr. Hill’s design is for 4 monument 
98 feet high, with granite base and 
bronze figures. A bronze medallion of 
her lat2 Majesty, Queen Victoria, will 
grece the front of the monument and 
a tablet commemorating the Battle of , 
Paardeberg will appear on the oppo- 
site sid» of the bloe er granite whic 
will serve as a pedestal for the figure 
of a Canadian soldier. The monu- 
ment when erected will greatly edorn 
Victoria Park, London, which is 2. 
beautiful area of several blocks cen- 
trally located. 

The delay in the erection of the 
monument has not been due to lac’s 
‘of funds but because exception wes 
taken to the design by a faction of 
the Order of the Dr ughters of the 
Empire, the chief obiection having 
been offered by the head of the order 
xt Toronto after the mz.tter had reach- 
ed a stage which, in the opinion of 
the London ladies, was final. ‘As a 
result of the inharmonious relations 
between the London Chapter and the 
heads of the Canadian Order the Lon- 
don Chanter has been declared dis- 
bended, but the funds for the monu- 
ment are in the hands of trustees who 


will proceed with its erection. No

ed for the good | of the cause, 
A Curious Torb.
